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THE FALSE AND FOOLISH 
OJtGAN. 



The Times, in a rambling article on 
what it udniits to be a rumor, the 
"probability" of whicli ia still uncer- 
tain, makes ii reflection on '1'hk Colonist 
■whioli iu without tlie slmdow of a foun- 
dation and wliich is wliolly unjustifiable. 
It says: " It means also, if it menus 
anything, that the Torv leaders in this 
province were privy to it, and, further 
it means, if it meuns anything, that 
these gentlemen concur; that The Colo- 
nist and lieavcn knows how .many or- 
gans liave been fixed."

Now, if wluit tlic 'I'inies siiyn about tlio 
Tory leaders is as untrue as wiiat it says 
about TiiK Colonist, there ia not tlie 
faintest scintilla of truth in its clumsily 
tied bundle of surmises. But the object 
of the Times is clear enough. It wiHlies,

It is not to be won- 
dered at that his feeling allusipu to the 
support he received from hfs old oppon- 
ent elicited a cheer from his audience, 
lie must be llioiiglitlcss, indeed, or so 
iiiicharitaljle and iiitolereiit as to lie lui- 
wortby of respect <ir .attention, who be- 
lieves that the Hon. Alexander McRen- 
zic in the vote he gave on Col. O'Briou's 
resolution was actuated by any but the 
purest and most lofty motives. And it 
must be allowed, by oppiments as well 
as friends, that the judgment of a iiuiii 
of his e.\perieiice and s.igacity on a 
ijuestion of this kind is entitled to the 
respect of Canadians of all parties. 

We see that the Montreal Witness 
vigorously abuses Sir .loliii Macdonal 
for what lie said to tlie good peojili; of 
Weatporl. \o doulit other paper;

The reader will 'find ' in ^anbther col- 
umn the speech wHibli Sir John Mac- 
doualdmade at the Westport, Ontario, 
Ale'ifimliat picnic.

If it were again disal- 
lowed the indignation would become 
fiercer and the di.soontont more 
general and louder in its expres- 
sion. 'I'be contest between the geiioial 
(iovernmeiit and the |)r,ivincial (ioveiii- 
ment would become bitter, some of the 
other provinuoB would bo sure to take 
the iMirt of tho one that considered it- 
self ill-UMod, and in tho end, tho safely 
of tho Confedori.tion itself would be en- 
dangered. This would certiiiiilj' have 
been the result if the ■lesuits Ivstales 
y\ct had been disallowed.

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

Sir John HAcaona'.d Has a Good Tlrae 
WUUtbe WeHtixirt Hetli»llati. 

The following is lui extract from Ilia 
Bpecoli which Sir John Maodonuld de- 
livered at the Methodist picuio in 
Westpor t, Ontario, on tho 8th inst : 

One subject has excited a good deal of 
attention throughouc the country lately. 
It cannot he culled u party question, al- 
though it \» a political one, ami I ahull 
therefore venture to make a few rc- 
murUs upon it, because it is a 8\d)ject of 
great im|)orlance. I inoiiii the disallow- 
ance of till! Act pas.xed by the Legi.slu- 
ture of the I'rovince of Quebec respect- 
ing the .Icsuits' estates. It is not a 
party (jneslion because, as you know, 
both (Conservatives nnd Reformers in the 
Parliament of Canada, with the excep- 
tion of thirteen, joined in a vote saying 
the (ioverninent was right in not disal- 
lowing that Act of the I'rovince of Que- 
bec. 'I'licro may be a ilill'crenceof ophiion 
on thai point, ami every man is at lib- 
erty to have his own views. I!ul there 
i.s one assertion, or rather Insinuation, 
that is occasionally made which I wi.sh 
to repel with indignation, and I do it on 
behalf of jioliticul foes as well as those 
who act with me in I'arliament, 
and that is that the majority 
in the vote on that occasion 
were actuated by a fear of otfending 
the French-CanadianH, by the fear of of- 
fending the Konmn Catholic population. 
Why, Air. Cluiirman, do you think that 
tho opposite party, counting in its ranks 
Mr. Aluckenzic and .Mr. lilake, were 
actuated by any other feeling than the 
patriotic ilesire to do their duty when 
they voted with the (iovernniont ? If 
that vote had been carried against the 
Government it would have been a vote 
of want of confidencis und I should have 
gone to the Governor-General and said : 
"Your Excellency, Parliament has de- 
clared against the Government, here is 
my cominission, send for our success- 
ors." But itwoa teottuse Mr. Laurier, 
- Mr. Blako aiid Mr. Macken/.ie, and 
those who followed them thought it was 
according to the law, according to the 
constitution, according to the prin- 
ci])les upon which our constitution is 
founded, that they and the majority of 
people ill Parliament said the (Jovorn- 
iiient could not take any other 
course, and as honest men the}' 
voted aconrding to their consciences. 
'I'liry .said I hi; ( ioverimieiil was right 
anil that wc could not have done aiiy- 
thing cl.si! withiiul a l-rcach of the con- 
.sliliitioii and without causing bitterwar 
anil ilisseiLsiiin bet wi'cii the two great 
races - Ficiii'li and Kiiglish. Do you 
suppose that -A IcNaiiiler .SlacUnnzio, that 
(dii lieformer, lieloiigiiig to one of the 
strictest sects in Protestantism, the 
IJaptist deiiominatiiiu, was truckling to 
the KiTiich-t 'aiiadians or the Roman 
Cathi)lii:s, was he looking for otlice '! 
No, he has retired from otlice for ever. 
During last session ami the session be- 
fore, out of regard^^for the .state of his 
health, he never came to the House of 
Commons after o'clock in the evening, 
but so anxious was be to show his re- 
spect for the constitution, so desirous 
was he t ) pn'veiit a, i|uarr(;I which might 
cause the must disastrous results, anil 
])ossihly end in bloodshed between the 
t wo races, that he, an old man, a eon- 
lirmed invalid, trembling in eveiy joint, 
left his wui iu bed, and at '2 o'clock ill the 
morning came to the House of Coin 
n.ons to l egister his vote in favor .of the 
constitution which ho had helped to 
formulate. (Cheers.) Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, the I'arliament of Canada did 
not pass the Jesuits' Estates Act, tho 
J'arliameiit of Canada had no more to 
do with it than the Congress of the 
United St iles. It was an Act passed 
, by the Logislatuie of the I'rovince of 
■ Quebec. Be it right or be it wrong, tliat 
wuS no afl'air of ' ours. < It was within 
the limits' of their uonstituiioh, and 
they had the right to pass it if they 
chose. What is the meaning of free 
government y It means a government 
where tho jieoplc have the right to rule 
or misrule themselves as they choose. 
We had nothing to do with the wisdom 
or the unwisdom of the law, the only 
question for us wna whether the Legis- 
lature of Quebec were acting within 
their powers, powers given to them by 
the Parliament of Great Britain, when 
it gave us the constitution of 1877. That 
was tlin only i|m'stii>ii, and mind you, 
we will) are .Ministi^-s, or have 
been Ministers take a .solemn natli that 
we will give true cihiiihcI to the (lover- 
nor-(leneral, tin: representative of our 
sovereign, to the liesl of our judgment. 
W'e took that oath, and when the Cab- 
inet came to the i-onclusioii that tho 
Act Has within the competency of the 
Li'gislaliiie Vie were bound to .say so. 
1 wiiiilil have committed moral perjury 
if, believing as a constitutionalist, that 
the l.hieli.'c Legislature had a right to 
pass the Act, 1 iiiid not said so. I 
would have degraded thyself as a man, 
I would have sunk in my own opinion 
for ever, if, lielieviui^ ami knowing that 
the legislature was acting with their 
powers, I had advised his lOxcellency 
otherwise. (Cheers.) F might or might 
not have voted against the bill if I had 
been a member of tlu! Legislature of 
(,'uebec, but neither my colleagues nor I 
had a right to say to them: " You 
have no right to legislate for yourselves, 
you must let us legislate for you." If 
the bill was within tlu; jiiri.sdiction of the 
Legislature the only gnmml on which wo 
could have disallowed it was that it 
would liiiil the rest of the Dominion, 
thai is 111 siiy, by giving^ tile' 'Jfesilits 
.^llid.iiiH), we are going to injure the Do- 
miiiioii as a whole. S'ou are a iiortion 
of the Doirjiniiin and can any inuii, 
woman oi' child In this meeting or in 
liny portion of the province bo hurt if a 
grant of that kind were made el^lier to 
Jesuit, Jew, Mohammedans or Mor- 
mons? (Laughter antl cheers.) The 
grant will not hurt any of us, ' We shall 
enjoy our rights ull the same whether 
they got the money or whether they 
spend it. Docs it not look something 
like a panic to say that the people of 
Canada, iiunibei ing upwards of ri,()lM),- 
000, are going to t,v iniureil liecaiiso the 
Jesuits an- to rei.'civi- sKid.dlH), a sum of 
money that one of yimr liiwnships could 
easily vole lu extend j inir railway from 
A\'eslpiii l to Stai liol Lake? No pi)rtion 
of the Dominion will in any way be
